SGHOOL REPORT. 


District No: 1. 

Summer term of nine weeks by Lizzie C. True. Fall term of elev- 
en weeks taught by the same teacher. Miss True ranks as one of our 
best teachers, this school under her was a decided success, her dis- 
cipline was good and instruction thorough, and we were well pleased 
wie the results. 

Disrricts Nos. 2 AND 9. 

The summer term was taught in district No. 9. Length of term 
nine weeks, Fall term of eleven weeks was taught in district No. 2 
by May Norris of Epping. This was Miss Norris‘ first attempt at 
teaching, and the results were very gratifying, showing that she pos- 
sesses the requisite qualifications to become a good teacher, 

District No. 3. 

Summer term of nine weeks was taught by Miss Clara J. Bond of 
Kast Derry. This ranks as one of our largest and best schools, and | 
under her instruction fair progress was made by the scholars. Fall 
term of eleven weeks was taught by Dr. George H. Guptil. Dr. Gup- 
til is a thorough and practical instructor and his labors were produc- 
tive of good results. 

District No.-4. 

Summer and fall terms were taught by L. A. Hooke of Chester 
Mrs. Hooke has taught this school for several years, and while under | 
her charge we feel assured of success, and the results showed that. 
our confidence was not misplaced. 

. : _ District No. 6. 

Spring term of nine weeks and fall term of eleven weeks were 
taught by Miss Hattie A. Tucker of Brentwood. Miss Tucker has 
rendered previous service and we think she fully sustained her former . 
reputation as a successful teacher, 
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DISTRICT No. re 


Both terms were taught by Miss Anna G. Veasey of Deerfield. 
Miss Veasey possesses the qualifications for a good teacher, and as a 
result of her labors, good progress was made in the school under her 
charge. Owing to sickness, she was not ab'e to commence the sum- 
mer term at the appointed time, and Miss Mary H..Grout. took charge 
of the school for twu weeks, and conducted it in a manner highly 
coimmendable for one of her age and exnerience. 


District No. 8. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. Both terms consisting of nineteen weeks 
were under the able instruction of Miss L. A: Harriman, of which it 
is enough to say that she fully sustained her former reputation as one 
of our best teachers. Order, good instruction, thorough and. practi- 
cal. 

PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. Summer ‘erm of nine weeks was taught 
by Mrs. Nellie Ladd. Mrs. Ladd possesses that love for children and 
interest in their welfare which peculiarly fit her for teaching a schoo] 
of this grade, and it is to be regretted that her services could not be 
retained fora longer time, Fall term by Miss Pease of Newmarket, - 
who is a thorough and practical teacher, and under her instruction 
good progress was made by the school. If as good teachers as Mrs. 
Ladd and Miss Pease can always be obtained for this school the par- 
ents of the children attending will have reason to congratulate them- 
selves on their good fortune. 

FREE HiegH ScHoou. This school consisted of one term on eleven 
weeks, taught by Dr. George H. Guptil with very good success. 
Whole number of scholars attending, fifty-six, a number too large © 
for one teacher, but with the present appropriation and lack of ac- 
commodations, an assistant cannot well be employed. 

We earnestly. recommend that the town: will continue the ap 
propriation for its support, as we believe there is no other way by 
which so much can be done to promote the education of the children 
of the town for the same outlay of money. 


Our schools during the past yéar have been, on the whole, quite 
satisfactory when all the circumstances surrounding them are taken’ 
into consideration. At least one-half-of them are too small in num- 
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bers to make them either interesting or profitable. Every one of ex- 
perience knows thata schoo! or five or six pupils cannot be made in- 
teresting either to teacher or scholar. 

The law provides that the Board of Education may establish as 
many scbools as the interests of the district may require, but unless 
the town shall change the location of some of the school houses now 
existing here, which afford the necessary accommodations, but little 
cap be done by way of reducing the number of schools now in exis- 
tence in this place. We feel that this is a subject whic : demands the 
careful consideration of every citizen, to the end that the best possi- 
ble results may be attained. If the number could be reduced one- 
half the schools would then be none too. large and a much better re- 
turn for'the money expended for their support secured. 

The matter of the education of our children is one in which all 
should be deeply interested, and the best possible means devised for 
securing the best returns for the money expended in that direcsion, 
and we earnestly recommend that at the coming annual meeting 
something may be done to meet the exigencies of the case. 

We believe that the High Schoo} is a valuable auxiliary to the high- 
er education of our children, and recommend that the appropriation 
for its support be continued.
